10 KILLED IN BLAST AND FIRE. 
“AT ARMY POST IN CALIFORNIA 


9 of Victims at Station Near 
Stockton Are Soldiers; 10 
Others Are Injured. 


STOCKTON, Cal., June 4 (AP). 
—Ten persons were .killed in an 
explosion and fire at an Army sta- 


tion near here shortly before mid- 
night. The dead were nine soldiers 
and a civilian fireman.

Earl Jenkins and Paul Hulahan,

ever this morning in the office of 
Chief of Detectives J ohn J. Carroll. 

He told them they were 
“through” with the Hodcarriers’ 
Union and might as well realize 


it, He instructed the men in his 
department to pick them up for 
investigation whenever they en- 
countered them on the street, and 
told Jenkins and Hulahan if any- 
one was going to be run out of 
town they were “it.” ; 

Ernest Rodcay, now business 
agent of the union, had told police 
Jenkins and Hulahan threatened 
to “run him out of town.” Early 
yesterday a bullet was fired 
through the window of a trailer 
in which Rodcay makes his home. 
The bullet passed within about two 
feet of his head. 

Three Others Arrested. 

Held with Jenkins and Hulahan 
were three of their associates, 
members of the union. Chief Car- 
roll’s remarks appeared to be di- 
rected at them, as well as at the 
two ousted labor leaders. 

The three are Louis C. Berra, 
1509 Picker street; William J. Lut- 
rell, 1576 Lewis avenue, Wellston, 
and William Rudolph, 1483A Shaw- 
mut place. 

All five protested that they knew 
nothing about the attempt to shoot 
Rodcay, or any threats directed at 
him. They insisted they didn’t 
want any, trouble with anybody. 

“You know you haven’t got a 
chance to get back into the union, 
don’t you?” Chief Carroll demand- 
ed, addressing himself to Jenkins 
and Hulahan. 

“We have, too, got a chance,” 
Hulahan replied. Jenkins remained 
silent, 

Hulahan remains to be tried on 
the charge of participating in the 
theft of $151,000 from the union 
last year. Jenkins has been ac- 
quitted. Two other officers were 
indicted with them, and one of 
these has been convicted. The 
other is awaiting trial. 

The five spent the night at Po- 
lice Headquarters, and, after they 
had appeared before Chief Carroll 

is morning, were taken to the 
St. Louis County jail for further 
questioning. 

Five Shots Fired. 

In the attack on Rodcay at least 
five shots were fired. One bullet 
entered his trailer, parked in the 
trailer camp of W. C.’ McNerney, 
651 Lemay Ferry road, St. Louis 
County, and four others struck 
an automobile owned by another 
man which was parked beside the 
trailer. 

Rodcay was asleep in his trailer 
when the shots were fired, about 
2 a, m. The bullet which entered 
his trailer passed about two feet 
from his head. 

About 10 days ago, Rodcay said, 
Jenkins and Hulahan had “called 
me a lot of dirty bad names,” and 


threatened to “run me out of 
town.” 


“Jenkins said he was gomg to 


be business agent of the union 
again,” Rodcay added. “He said 
he didn’t like the way the union 
was doing things.” - 

Jenkins and Hulahan told him 
then, Rodcay said, that William 
O’Shea, the union’s other business 
agent and its secretary-treasurer, 
would also be run out of town. 
O'Shea and Rodcay became the 
successors of Jenkins and Hula- 
han as business agents by appoint- 
ment of the international officers 
of the union. 

The threats by Jenkins and Hu- 
lahan, Rodcay said, were made 
when he encountered them at the 
union hall. A short time before 
that, he added, he had been ac- 
costed as he left the union hall 
late one night by four men who 
d ed him and threatened to 

take me for a ride.” 

Rodcay said he knew none of 
these four. He said he talked 
them out of putting their threat 
into action. 

“Tm not going to be intimidat- 
ed,” Rodcay added. “I’m going to 
see this through.” 

Rodcay was not awakened by the 
firing of the shots at the trailer 
camp, and others who heard them

Hugo Wurdack, chairman of the 
special School Board committee 
which has been investigating effi- 
ciency and economy in the school 


system, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today he thought an in- 
genious attempt was being made to 
“sabotage” his committee’s report 
by linking it with the move to oust 
Dr. Homer W. Anderson from his 
$12,000-a-year job as Superih- 
tendent of Instruction. 

“All this hullabaloo about the 
committee’s report originates with 
those who don’t want it to come 
out,” Wurdack said. “The com- 
plete report has never been read 
or heard by anyone except the 
three committee members.” 

Part of the report was discussed 
at the. meeting of nine School Board 
members last week at the country 
place of William Schumacher 
where it was decided that Dr. An- 
derson should be asked to look for 
another job. The full report will be 
made public at the regular meet- 
ing of the School Board next Tues- 
day night, when Dr. Anderson is 
expected to reply “no” to the 
board’s invitation for him _ to 
resign. 

Won’t Name Anyone. 

Wurdack would not say whether 
it was members of the board, offi- 
cials in the school system or other 
employes who he considered were 
attempting to undermine the value 
of the report. tee 

Those who attended the gather- 
ing at Schumacher’s said at Mon- 
day night’s meeting of the board 
that they did not believe Dr. An- 
derson was qualified to put into 
effect recommendations to be made 
in the report. 

Proposed Economies. 

Among the economies to be 
recommended by the special com- 
mittee, it was learned, are the 
elimination of Harris Teachers’ 
College, which cost $157,000 to op- 
erate last year, and the closing of 
the schools’ greenhouse’ and nur- 
sery. Annual operating cost for 
the greenhouse, which provides 
flowers for schools; is about $30,000. 

Last year the Harris Teachers’ 
College; with its junior college 
division, had an enrollment of 
about 700 students. Members of the 
committee felt the maintenance of 
a teachers’ college by the Board of 
Education was no longer neces- 
sary since the large colleges in the 
area have qualified teacher-train- 
ing programs. 

The committee will also recom- 
mend that salary checks be mailed 
to the homes of 175 mechanics in 
the building department. On a 
visit to the department, the com- 
mittee found the mechanics twice 
a month quit work an hour and a 
half ahead of time to go to. the 
school board offices for their pay. 

Wurdack said he saw no impro- 
priety in the holding of private 
meetings in which board members 
have discussed phases of the com- 
mittee’s work, which began two 
months ago. 

The first such meeting, Wurdack 
said, was held early last month at 
the clubhouse of Dr. Rudolph Hof- 
meister. School officials ag well 
as board members attended. The 
second gathering was an official 
session of the committee, which 
met May 24, a Sunday, at Wur- 
dack’s home.

Pair Accused at Los An- 

_ geles of Sending Infor- 

~ mation to Nazis—Face 
Prison Terms. 


LOS ANGELES, June 4 (AP) — 


‘Dr. Hans Helmut Gros and his 


wife Frances today were convicted 
on espionage charges. 

Both were convicted of conspir- 
ing to transmit national defense 
information to Germany, and Gros 
was found guilty on the additional 


charge of failing to register with 
the State Department as a foreign 
agent. 

Thehy face a possible maximum 
sentence of 20 years in prison each 
on the first charge. Gros is liable 
to a possible five years more on 
the second. 


Dr. Gros testified yesterday that 
fear of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation caused him to sign a 
statement admitting he was a Nazi 
agent. 

Retracting various parts of the 
statement, Dr. Gros told United 
States District Judge Ben Har- 
rison: 

“I was afraid the F. B. I. would 
torture my wife if I didn’t sign 
anything they wanted me to. Se- 
cret police in Europe are doubtful 
organizations and I didn’t know 
anything about the F. B. 1.” 

Under questoning by Judge Har- 
rison, who tried the case without 
a jury, Dr. Gros admitted that he 
had been well treated by the F. B. 
I. agents and that he had not been 
threatened “but I was so worn 
out after seven days of question- 
ing I would have signed anything.” 

Fearful of Nazi Action. 

Dr. Gros said there was no truth 
in his signed statement that Hit- 
ler’s high-ranking executioner, 
Reynard Heydrich, had ordered 
him to foment strikes and organ- 
ize sabotage in this country, nor in 
his previous claim that his uncle, 
Maj. Hans Bebert of the German 
military intelligence, had instruct- 
ed him to represent the Reich in 
negotiations with the Japanese if 
the United States entered the war. 
(Heydrich died today from wounds 
after an attack on him at 

e). : 

“My mother and sister still live 
in Germany,” Dr. Gros told the 
Court. “That's why I have been 
fearful 6f making certain state- 
ments that might bring harm to 
them. Before I left Germany, a 
Gestapo agent warned me that 
‘people sometimes have accidents 
if they don’t watch out.’” 

“Nothing About the U. 8.” 

He denied having received $240 
a month for serving as a Nazi 
agent, denied he was a member of 
the Nazi party and denied having 
told his wife that he was a spy, as 
he was quoted in his purported 
statement.

“The original program at Kodiak 
is substantially completed,” this 
progress report said, “although 
original surveys were not made 
until September, 1939, and con- 
struction started early in 1940.” 

“Size of this base has been gyeat- 
ly increased since originally 
planned, and additional construc- 
tion providing for enlargements 
over the initial program is proceed- 
ing satisfactorily regardless of rig- 
orous winter conditions. The addi- 
tional construction has been 
planned so as not to interfere with 
the use of sections of the base al- 
ready completed. 

“Development on the air base at 
Sitka is even further along than 
at Kodiak. Likewise, progress has 
been satisfactory at Unalaska 
(the island on which Dutch Harbor 
is located). Necessary barracks 
and recreational facilities have 
been provided for men stationed 
in these points where the normal 
diversions of continental posts are 
lacking.”

Extension of rationing to other 
parts of the country, however, 
would increase the basic weekly 
maximum to nearly four gallons, 
which, at 15 miles a gallon, would 
allow everyone about 2880 miles 
of driving a year. 

Although Representative Beiter 
(Dem.), New York, said he had 
learned in a conversation with 
Petroleum Co-ordinator Ickes that 
country-wide rationing would be 
instituted on July 15, Donald M.

The coupons, each good for a 
unit of three gallons, or possibly 
a little more, of gasoline, must be 
turned over to the gasoline station 
attendant, who in turn will need 
them to replenish his tanks.

Persong who require additional 
gasoline to get to and from work 
or for legitimate business reasons 
may apply for B or C cards in ad- 
dition to their A cards.

Sinkings in Last War. 


The Navy, in its official report 
on the submarine warfare in the 
Atlantic waters off our coast, stat- 
ed in 1920 that the German attack 
was a failure, with ships passing in 
and out of American harbors with- 
out regard to the undersea men- 
ace. The record shows that in the 
six months from May to October 
of 1918 the United States lost 90 
vessels in Atlanti¢ coastal waters. 
Of this number, 64 were bombed 
or burned by boarding parties, 15 
were sunk by gunfire, 14 by tor- 
pedo and seven by mines laid by 
submarines in American coastal 
waters, : 

Well over twice that number 
have been sunk already and avail- 
able information shows that the 
majority were destroyed. by tor- 
pedoes. This last, however, is from 
unofficial rather than official re- 
ports. 

What stands out, and this is 
what the Navy is banking on, is 
that convoyed vessels in 1917 and 
1918 reached their goals with only 
minor losses.

There probably would be one 
grand purge first, in which all 
those members who have rendered 
mere lip service to the Govern- 
ment would be ousted as dramat- 
ically as were Ernst Roehm and 
other Nazi leaders during the June 
purge of 1934. Whoever survived 
such a purge and remained a par- 
ty member in good standing might 
look forward to.a life of power, 
plenty, and possession. 

During the first two years of the 
war the*‘army seemed temporarily 
to eclipse the party and its forma- 
tions.

REACTION ON THE BRIDGES ORDER. 
A week ago today, Attorney General Biddle ordered 


deported to his native Australia on the grounds; — 


a the Communist party advocates the overthrow 
our Government by force and violence and that 
Bridges has been a member of such an organization, 

The protests which have arisen are so numerous. 
and represent so many points of view that it must 
be apparent to everyone now that the ruling was 4 
blunder of the first-water. Here are samples: 

The Chicago Sun: Mr. Bridges, whatever his 
‘past, has done and is doing a magnificent job in 
furnishing the unstinting support of hia union to 

_ the speedy and efficient loading of vital supplies 

‘on the Pacific Coast—a very favorable picture 

if compared to conditions on the Hast Coast. 

And, since Mr. Bridges is also the elected head 

of his union, how will these union members feel? 
' Let us hope that this may turn out to be some 
-. legalistic abracadabra and can be explained as 

» such to our allies. It looks like a tragic boner. 

New York Herald Tribune: We think the facts 
and the law fully justify Mr. Biddle’s order. 
But surely the circumstances are something else 
again. These include, besides the international 
situation and Bridges’ own co-operation, the 
President’s recent release of Earl Browder “to 
promote national unity.” They raise a serious 
question of expediency. 

The CIO News: To renew the persecution of 
the longshoremen’s leader at a time when he and 
his union are giving magnificent service in 
speeding war supplies to the fighting fronts is 
not only a grave injustice to an individual re- 
peatedly proved innocent, but it is also a demor- 
alizing blow to labor, national unity and morale. 

Chicago Daily Times: Many people will doubt 
the wisdom of reopening the Bridges case at this 
time. There is a war on, and few have been 
plugging harder for war production and shipping 
than Bridges. Thousands of his followers on 
the West Coast may now be distracted by con- 
troversy over the deportation order. 

The comments of individual writers are even 
sharper in their criticism of the act as harmful to 
war morale. These are typical: 

Dorothy Thompson: Without defending the 
Communist party, I think it is a silly action. 
It is resentment in the place of thought and 
panic in the place of logic. 

Samuel Grafton: While Mr. Biddle wrote that — 
order, the war stopped in his room. What dif- 
ference does it make, in the year of crisis, 
whether a saboteur’s hand or Mr. Biddle’s 
conscience stays the sailing of a ship for a day? 

David Lawrence: If the Browder commutation 
was a pat on the back for Russia, the handling 
of the Bridges case is going to be construed 
by Communists as a stab in the back to the 
Russian Communist? party. 

George E. Sokolsky: The deportation of 
Bridges after the release of Browder is an act 
of unashamed hypocrisy, and therefore must be 
denounced as such. : 

Edwin A. Lahey: Biddle reminds you of a 
cornet player hitting a wrong note at the critical 
and difficult part of a symphony. The best you 
can say is that it was stupid. 

Comments of this sort might be long continued. 
These are enough to show how publications and 
persons who are avowedly pro-administration share 
the conviction of others just as avowedly anti-New 
Deal that the deportation order does not make sense. 

But there is a worse internal result than the 
effect on labor, for labor leaders such as Philip 
Murray, who denounced the order as “a grave dis- 
service to our country,” will not allow it to interfere 
with their own war efforts. This worse result is 
the encouragement it gives to Dies and the witch- 
hunters who necessarily have been lying low of late. 

In some quarters, there is now a demand for de- 
porting all aliens who are Communists—or who are 
thought to be. Others are shouting for the seizure 


of all native-born persons who have become tagged, 


for whatever cause, as Communists. And others, |. 


even more hysterical, have revived the hue and cry 
that there are “several thousand Americans in the 
Government service who seek to overthrow our 
Government!” 

The madness which has been touched off can be 
judged by the demand of Senator Reynolds, chairman 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee: “Bridges 
should not be allowed to make the trip home alone. 
There are thousands of Communists here who ought 
to be rounded up and deported or held in concentfa- 
tion camps until we get rid of them.” | 

Deported with Bridges to Australia, our war ally, 
where American soldiers are now preparing for an 
eventual offensive with the Australians against 
Japan? 

Deported to Russia, also our ally, whose heroic 
soldiers today are locked with the Nazi hordes 
in a battle to the death—a battle for Americans 
as well as for Russians? 

It is fantastic to think that the Government can 
pass this insulting judgmwhent on our comrades in 
arms without seriou’ consequences. J. A. Beasley, 
Australia’s Supply Minister, has not hesitated to say 
that the order “cannot be regarded as acceptable to 
the Australian viewpoint.” Everyone knows how the 
Attorney General’s excoriation of the Soviet’s politi- 
cal philosophy would be received in Russia. 

From any view, the Bridges order was a grave 
mistake, The damage has been done, but that dam- 
age should serve as a warning. It is time to stop this 
kind of blundering. There is a war to be won.

TEN BILLIONS FOR THE NAVY. 

The biggest program of naval expansion in Amer- 
ican history was under way before the war began. 
It has been stepped up materially since Dec. 7. Now 
it is to be made even. greater if Congress accepts 
the bill for an $8,300,000,000 construction program 
being drafted by Chairman Vinson of the House 
Naval Committee. This is in addition to the $1,- 
700,000,000 naval supply and building bill sent to the 
House yesterday by the Appropriations Committee. 

American ships are fighting ruthless enemies in 
all the seven seas, yet the pre-war goal of a two- 
ocean Navy has not yet been reached. This is the 
inescapable fact behind the proposals for increasing 
the naval budget by 10 billion dollars. | 

‘The two bills recognize the realities of this war 
in more ways than one. The heavy emphasis on sub- 


| marines, for which $887,500,000 is allotted, is an 


example. It is estimated that this sum will provide 
more than 100 long-range undersea raiders. 

The vital role that aviation will play in winning 
the war is recognized by the provision for 500,000 
tons of aircraft carriers. The great need for patrols 
and convoys to guard against the submarine menace 
is reflected in the provision for 900,000 tons of de- 
stroyers and escort vessels, 

In past years, any plan to increase the Navy on 
this great scale would have meant numerous addi- 
tional battleships. These bills, however, provide for 
not one of the battle wagons that were formerly 
the backbone of the fleet. The torpedo bombing 
plane has shown, as in the. case of the Prince of | 
Wales and Repulse, the Oklahoma and Arizona, that 
big ships are vulnerable from the air. The huge | 


sioning of the ships, The'two-ocean Navy probably 
will be finished within two years, Vinson estimates. 
- Meanwhile, the Navy is doing gallant and effective 


“work with limited ces, though these are being 


increased at the rate of 100 new ships a year. The 
new program is on a scale far beyond the capacity 
of Axis shipyards. But until the results become 


| visible on the high seas, the men of our Navy 


will have a job on their hands that challenges every 
ounce of their skill and courage. 


BOMBS ON DUTCH HARBOR. . | 

The Japanese bombing of Dutch Harbor, twice 
within six hours, for all its serious aspects is not 
surprising. After the attack on Pearl Harbor, an 
assault of some kind on the soil of Alaska has been 
an almost inevitable tactic of the Japanese, if only 
for the psychological effect which it would produce. 
Since the daring and punishing raid of American 
planes on Tokyo, led by Brig. Gen. Jimmie Doolittle, 
a retaliation of some sort was only a matter of time. 

The geographical fact, of course, is that Dutch 
Harbor, in the Aleutian chain, is 1000 miles nearer 
Tokyo than is Pearl Harbor. Indeed, one-third the 
total distance nearer, since it is only 2850 miles 
from the Japanese capital, whereas Honolulu is 3850 
miles away. : : 

All war dangers are relative and necessarily should 
be seen as such, Thus, a more immediate threat to our 
war effort is the continued Nazi submarine opera- 
tions along the Atlantic Coast. Not only . have 


enemy raiders sunk our supply vessels at the mouths | 


of the Mississippi and the St. Lawrence. They are 


continuing to destroy our shipping at greater than- 


the replacement rate. Here is a situation whose 
seriousness cannot be overemphasized. 

This is’ not to say that the bombing of Dutch 
Harbor is not an important warning. It is just that. 
Alaskan fortifications, the highway now under con- 
struction, all other elements in this vital area of 
our Pacific defense and offense must now be pushed 
forward with all possible speed. The many appeals 
of Alaska’s delegate to Congress, Anthony Dimond, 
have been fully justified. 
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THE REPUBLICAN RESOLUTIONS. 

The resolutions adopted by the Republican City 
Committee are equally noteworthy with its indorse- 
ment of a slate of business and professional men 
as the party’s candidates for nomination for the 
State Legislature from St. Louis. 

For example, the committee approves the can- 
didacies of the lawyers on the list with the definite 
understanding that these lawyers will not, if 
elected, accept criminal cases which would require 
their presence in court while the Legislature is in 
session. 

Thus, the Republicans propose an end to the all 
too common practice in recent years of delaying 
criminal cases through the employment of lawyer- 
legislators. The mandatory continuance statute has 
been and still is one of the devices for stalling off 
trial and beating the law. This pledge virtually 
commits the Republicans to work for the repeal of 
this loophole law. 

The Republicans also pledge that the St. Louis 
delegation shall stand for economy and the elimina- 
tion of waste and that its members shall report regu- 
larly to the community, thus repudiating the city 
lobbyist, lock, stock and barrel. ° 

Here is an intelligent appeal to the voters. 
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APATHY ON THE HOME FRONT. 

Iowa and North Carolina have joined Illinois and 
Pennsylvania in the list of states whose citizens 
are so busy fighting the battles of democracy they 
have scant time or inclination to vote for it at home 
this year. Less than a third of Iowa’s more than 
a million ‘voters went through the motion Monday 
of choosing congressional and gubernatorial candi- 
dates for the November election in the “lightest” 
biennial primary in 22 years. North Carolinians 
last week renominated Senator Josiah W. Bailey in 
an election described by the Associated Press as 
“unparalleled in public apathy.” Few more than 
200,000 votes were polled in the Southern state, 
which cast 822,000 ballots in the presidential elec- 
tion of 1940. 

This follows the Illinois-Pennsylvania trend. Each 
of these populous states has more than 4,000,000 
qualified electors, yet in Illinois in April less than 
half bothered to perform their duty in the congres- 
sional primary and, last month in Pennsylvania, 
fewer than 30 per cent turned up at the polls, not- 
withstanding the incentive of a bitterly contested 
gubernatorial campaign. 

If North Carolina is satisfied with Senator Bailey’s 
services, certainly it owed him a decent vote of con- 
fidence as a wartime Senator. If it is not, surely | 
more than the handful of voters who supported his 
opponent were obligated to speak up. Illinois, Penn- 
sylvania and Iowa citizens may retrieve their stand- 
ing in the democratic community in November; un- 
fortunately, this is not possible in North Carolina, 
which ig cursed with one-party rule and where 
capital-D Democratic nomination is equivalent to 
election. y 

A great spur in our fight to spread the four free- 
doms throughout the world would be a little more 
appreciation of all four of them on the home front. 


NO MORE TRAFFIC BARRIERS FOR WAR GOODS. 
A badly needed reform that had been delayed for 
years has come about within a few months through 


| the pressure of wartime emergency. So far as ship- 


ments of war materials are concerned, the conflict 
of state trucking laws is at an end. Secretary of 
Commerce Jones announced the other day that all 
the states have now fallen in line by granting re- 
ciprocity and transit privileges to trucks carrying 
war supplies. ! 

This comes less than a month after the conference 
of Governors at Washington, at which Federal offi- 
clals requested action to end the harassing and 
harmful delays. Where changes were required, the 
Governors have used their emergency powers to 
put the Government’s suggested regulations into 
effect. 

This “is an outstanding example of what a united 
nation can do in an emergency,” Mr. Jones says, 
It is an’ example that could be carried further. If 
it is possible to speed up the flow of war materials 
by waiving the regulations that have handicapped 
interstate commerce for years, why can there not 
also be agreement for all highway transportation? 
The present speedy co-operation holds promise for 
full elimination of the barriers that had been as- 
sailed in vain for years,

TURNING ON HIS TRAINER.

LASKA, which Gen. Mitchell called “the 
Achilles heel of American defense,” is 
also the most potent offensive dagger 

that we possess, aimed at the heart of 
Japan. Its weaknesses are that it is the 
nearest North American territory to pos- 
sible Japanese attack; that it has no land 
communications and, once attacked, would 
be difficult to reinforce, and that if lost to 
the enemy, it would be as difficult as Nor- 
way to retake. ‘ 

From the Japanese point of view, it is a 
highly valuable prize both intrinsically (be- 
cause of its riches of minerals and of its 
fisheries) and strategically. Its menace to 
Japanese security as a springboard for 
' American attack would warrant its capture 
if there were no other reason. 

In addition, in Japanese hands it would 
checkmate Vladivostok, outflank Hawaii 
and insure Japanese domination of the 
North as well as the South Pacific. It 
would separate America from its Soviet ally. 

* * ° 

Initial air bases established on Alaska 
could be extended far south into Canada, 
where there are plentiful oi] supplies and 
high-octane gas manufacturing facilities. 
Bases once established in the trackless 
wastes of Northern Canada would be dif- 
dicult to discover and destroy. From-these 
bases, bombers could operate against our 
West Coast cities, our Midwest industrial 
areas, even to New York and Boston. 

Alaska is the ideal point on the American 
continent for the basing of a knockout blow 
to the United States. It is highly probable 
that Japan will endeavor to seize it even 
before attacking Soviet Russia in Siberia. 

Not a day should be wasted by the United 
States in driving through the land route to 
Alaska. Both as a defensive and as an of- 
fensive measure, it is absolutely vital to 
winning the war. Instead of taking a year 
‘or more to build this road in standard 
routine manner,’ we should send hundreds 
of thousagds of laborers, headed by. strong 
Army engineer troop forces, to work simul- 
taneously from both ends and in the middle 
sectors. J 

Every unit of roadbuilding machinery in 
the United States and Canada should be 
mobilized, a quarter of a million men from

In the meantime, the measures already 
taken to reinforce the Alaskan flank should 
be increased and multiplied so that we shall 
not wake up some fine morning with the 
doleful words “Too little and too late” ring- 
ing the prelude to our doom, 

The Japanese are wise enough to know 
that their most dangerous foe is not Britain, 
on the defensive in Europe; not land-bound 
China; not Soviet Russia, engaged on the 
Western front, but the United States of 
America, whose industrial and raw ma- 
terials resources are being converted into 
the greatest flood of weapons the world 
has ever seen. : 


We have a two-ocean Navy coming off the 
ways. Our man power is being trained for 
battle. It would be sound strategy for 
Japan to contain the other nations ranged 
against her and, as soon as she has secured 
her right flank in the South Pacific, to 
concentrate every man, ship and plane for a 
knockout blow against America in the North 
Pacific. 


We must beat her to the punch. If we do 
this, we shall have made a vast stride for- 
ward in winning the war. If she beats us to 
the punch, we may lose the war. The 
crucial area is Alaska and the North Pacific. 

Concentration of men, planes, guns and 
tanks moving by sea and land to Alaska 
and thence to Asia across the narrow 
waters of Bering Sea is part of the answer. 
Constant bombing of Japanese production 
centers and communication lines from bases 
in Kamchatka, Northern Sakhalin and 


Vladivostok is another part of the answer: | 


Arming and leading the excellent Chinese 
soldiers against Japan is a third part. 

Steady and remorseless submarine attack 
against Japanese naval forces and sea lines 
of communication is a fourth part. Eventual 
knockout of the Japanese battle fleet is a 
fifth part. Eventual land attack at Japan 
through Siberia, Manchuria and Korea is 
the final part. 


HE congressional assault on the repute

If the Communist 
Party ever provably aimed at over- 
throwing the Government of the 
United States by violence, then it 
should have been outlawed long 
ago. And if Mr. Bridges, in the 
middle of a war, is guilty of plot- 
ting to overthrow the Government 
of the United States, then he is 
guilty of treason and should be im- 
prisoned or shot. But he is obvi- 
ously not guilty of any such crime. 
He is only subject to deportation. 
And were he a citizen, nothing 

could be done to Mr. Bridges.

UT where is he to be deported 
B to? Two an ally, where Ameri- 
can boys -are fighting the Axis, 
whom Mr. Bridges also wants to 
fight. , 

Now, from the viewpoint of prac- 
tical politics and common sense, 
what can possibly be accomplished 
by this? Are we not.as much in- 
terested in the gtability of Austra- 
lian society at this moment, as we 
are in our own? 

And is it not within reasonable 
probability that the programs of 
all the allied countries will change 
during this war? Did not Mr. Lit- 
vinov, under the applause of a 
large conservative audience in New 
York recently remark that Brit- 
ish imperialism, American de- 
mocracy, and Russian Communism 
will all undergo modifications in 
the course of this conflict? Tak- 
ing a long political view, I am 
convinced that they will. 


. * * 

ND what will be the immedi- 
A ate effect: of Mr. Bridges’ de- 
portation. It will not inflict 
any damage on the American Com- 
munist party. It gives them a mar- 
tyr in a man who provably and 
demonstrably is all’ out for win- 
ning the war. It will give them an 
opportunity to point to the inter- 
national Fascist-lovers, who are still 
tolerated in our society. It will 
contribute to drive the workers to 
the left, not to the center. And 
throughout the world, it will cast 
doubts on the sincerity of our ailli- 
ance with Russia. In Europe it 
will indicate that we are scared of 
Russia. These things are more im- 
portant, at the moment, than the 
personal case of Mr. Bridges. 

Without defending the Commt- 
nist party, to which this column 
has been continually and unaltera- 
bly opposed, I.think it is a silly 
action. It is resentment in the 
place of thought, and panic in the 
place of logic.

Fry Selected Pieces and veel | 
— eg in Leftover 


Just the thought of crisp golden 
brown fried chicken is tantalizing, 
and the aroma of sizzling chicken 
will whet any appetite. This year 
increased poultry and egg produc- 


tion means lower prices, so plan on 
serving a chicken dinner soon. 

To make sure everyone gets his 
favorite . piece, whether it’s «4 
drumstick or a piece of white meat, 
buy two chickens and plan to have 
two delicious meals, not one, Fried 
chicken from the demanded pieces 
will be a company dinner with all 
the trimmings, while the necks, 
backs, wings and giblets can be 
simmered for a chicken dish that 
will please the family. 

In buying the birds, it is wise to 
buy poultry that has a brand to 
show the grade and is classified 
according to the method for cook- 
ing to insure getting just what you 
want. For the two-meal plan, se- 
lect spring fryers that weigh 
around two and one-half pounds, 
New York dressed weight, which 
means that only the feathers have 
been removed. 

Cut the birds into serving pieces, 
using the breasts, second joints 
and drumsticks for the platter of 
crisp fried chicken. A coating will 
help to keep the meat juicy and 
will form a golden brown crust, 
For a flour coating, mix one cup 
of flour with one teaspoon salt and 
a few grains of pepper. Rub this 
mixture thoroughly into the meat. 
Heat enough lard in a heavy skillet 
to make a three-fourth-inch layer. 
Using two skillets will speed the 
process. 

First ‘place the larger pieces in 
the hottest part of the skillet. Turn 
to brown evenly, then reduce the 
heat, cover tightly and cook slow- 
ly until tender, about 35 to 40 min- 
utes. Two to four tablespoons of 
water or stock may be added to 
the skillet to.insure thorough 
cooking and prevent burning. 

If you prefer to oven-fry the 
chicken, first brown the pieces in 
the hot fat, then place in a cov- 
ered roasting pan or casserole. 
Bake in a slow oven (325 degrees) 
for about one hour, , 

Simmer the remaining less pop- 
ular pieces in slightly salted wa- 
ter, until tender. These pieces of 
chicken may be served in an old- 
fashioned stew, with noodles or 
dumplings and a creamy chicken 
gravy, or the meat can be removed 
from the bones and one of the fol- 
lowing recipes used for a hot 
chicken dish. Incidentally, for real 
economy and stock the fowl was 
simmered in makes delicious chick- 
en noodle soup for a third meal. 

Rice and Chicken Ring. 

One and one-half cups cooked 
chicken. 

Two-cups cooked rice. 

One-half teaspoon salt, 

Two tablespoons chopped pi- 
miento. 

One-eighth cup chicken fat. 

One-half teaspoon paprika. 

Two beaten eggs. 

One and one-half cups chicken 
broth and milk. 

Dice cooked chicken, and mix all 
ingredients. Pack into a buttered 
ring mold. Bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) for about 45 
minutes. Let stand in a warm 
place 10 minutes to steam loose 
from Turn onto platter and 
fill center with mushroom sauce 
or chicken gravy. 


BROILED BACON BISCUITS 


Mix one-fourth cup mayonnaise 
or salad dressing and one tea- 
spoon prepared mustard. Split six 
baking powder biscuits.

= story of an Army plane 


crew's six-day battle against 
dense jungle, a forest fire, in- 
cessant thirst and mounting hunger 
to a successful escape was related 
for the first time today by a pilot. 

Capt. Edward J. Potter, 26 years 
old, of Houston, Tex., was the 
leader of a flight of 10 United 
States training planes en route 
from  Carapito, Venezuela, to 
Georgetown, British Guiana, on 
April 12, when a tropical storm 
forced them to make an emergency 
landing. 

Observation disclosed only two 
possible landing: places—a reed- 
covered area in a jungle clearing 
about 50 miles from the Venezu- 
elan coast, and a small strip of 
sand beach on the coast line. 
The flight leader tested the first 
landing, in the clearing, while his 
flight circled waiting, and found 
the reeds a treacherous covering 
for. a mud-crdusted swamp that 
pulled at the plane’s wheels and 
nosed it over. 

Capt. Potter dug his way out of 
his almost buried plane and or- 
dered Lieut, Neil Lamont, 24, of 
New Orleans, to .take the flight 
back to the coast, where eventual- 
ly eight of the nine planes were 
grounded successfully in the soft 
sand of a beach offering scarcely 
room enough for three planes. The 
ninth plane crashed, with fatal in- 
juries to the pilot. 


Thorns and Insects. 

Meanwhile Capt. Potter and his 
radio mechanic, Corp. Wardy M. 
Cline, 25, of Pinesville, W. Va., sur- 
veyed the .tratkless "jungle from 
which they were to emerge six 
days later, exhausted, tattered and 
cut from head *to foot by thorns 
and heavy brush. 

“The first day was spent in get- 
ting our bearings and doctoring 
our wounds,” Potter related. “The 
sun broke out of the clouds and 
the jungle began to steam. We 
looked for water most of the after- 
noon without luck. We decided to 
remain with the plane until the 
next morning when we would head 
for the coast. 

“Sleeping wasn’t very successful. 
The mosquitoes and insects were 
thick. We got only about séven 
hours sleep in the six days, in 
mat. 2% 

The next morning, Monday, April 
13, the airmen had a taste of wa- 
ter—but only a taste. 

“We had spread out a tarpaulin 
the night before,” Potter explained, 
“and it picked up a little rain and 
dew. This water, perhaps a half 
a cup, was bitter from something 


on the tarpaulin, but it tasted good. 


“One of the parachutes had been 


pulled open accidentally so we 


made an arrow of it, pointing it 
in the direction we were going to 
walk. We took some clothes, our 
lifebelts, our jungle kit, a Very pis- 
tol and my .45 pistol, a compass; 
and Cline carried his Bible. 


ance Way Forward. 


e found we could hack our 
way forward into the heavy jungle 
only about 100 yards for every 
three hours of hard work with the 
short jungle knife we had. 

“We discovered a tropical plant 
that seemd to catch’ a little water 
in the joints where branches ex- 
tended from the trunks. Almost 
always there were tarantulas in 
these tiny water pockets, but we 
drove them away and used the 
mouthpieces from our lifebeltg to 
suck up this bit of water. 

“By nightfall we dropped in our 
tracks.

‘Are you, perhaps, a party 
member?’ the Judge asked. 

“Sorry, but I never got around 
to that. I’ve tended to my busi- 
ness and haven’t bothered about

“*‘That’s' too bad,’ the Judge 
observed. ‘You see, if you were 
a party member, the presumption 
would be that your patriotism is 
beyond the shadow of doubt, 
wherefore your. failure to report 
the brass gained from the car- 
rousel may be presumed to be a 
mere oversight.’

ties for waging civil war in case 
of an uprising. 

Soldiers returning to Berlin on 
furlough had no illusions as to the 
significance of these SS posts. 

“We know perfectly well that 
after we've done our duty we shall 
be swept into the discard,” they 
would say in a tone of resigna- 
tion. “We'll probably be disarmed 
as we reach the gates of our home 
towns. Then the party will again 
take control of the situation, and 
the SS will see to it that discipline 
is maintained.”

Outcome Uncertain. 

At the moment, the outcome 
seems uncertain. The Germans 
appear to have obtained strong 
positions south of Tobruk, and to 
retain the initiative on this part 
of the battlefield; but a flanking 
British column has struck heavily 


at the German line of communica- 
tions, and the British continue to 
enjoy air superiority. The Germans 
appear to have gambled: rather 
strongly on a quick success, and 
have not gained one. Should the 
result be no more than a return 
to former positions and a renewed 
stalemate, this would still be a 
set-back for the Germans, for in 
Africa as in Russia, it is Germany 
which must win victories this year, 
it is the Allies who can afford to 
sit tight. 

Should the Germans begin to 
lose ground, the moral effect might 
be considerable; particularly in 
Turkey. It is likely that Ankara 
is watching the progress of the 
Libyam campaign with as great in- 
terest as the Russian. If the Ger- 
man threat to Egypt is abated or 
removed, then Turkey need not 
fear the loss of Allied naval con- 
trol over the Eastern Mediterra-

But 
should the canal be closed; Tur- 
key would then be entirely de- 
pendent on the Mosul railway and 
the Port of Basra, which is already 
badly congested. 


Turks Realistic. 


It should be recognized that" the 
Turkish leaders are weighing all 
these fluctuating conditions with 
the. utmost realism, and with a 
single-minded regard to the future 
of their country. They will not 
choose sides at all until they are 
compelled to; then they will choose 
according to their best estimate of 
the chances. 

If Marshal Rommel’s’ thrust in 
Libya is, therefore, the third prong 
of a three-pronged drive foy oil, 
then it is quite possible that the 
blunting or breaking of that prong 
may in turn blunt the second, that 
via Turkey; for if the Turks de- 
cide to fight, the Germans will 
have hard going for a while. 

As on every other front in this 
total and global war, the effect of 
what happens in North Africa can- 
not be measured by local consid- 
erations, but is felt in far distant 
regions and by every nation en- 
gaged. We must think in global 
| terms in order to understand this 
war, and we must understand: it 
in order to win it.

concentrated ration is naturally 
made up of processed foods which 
do not contain any vitamin unless 
they are _— ee 


NOW, HOWEVER, with our 
knowledge of synthetic chernistry 
we can make crystalline vitamins 
and add them to processed food 
so that it takes on the qualities of 
natural food. I am informed that 
these concentrated rations are now 
perfected and available for combat 
troops. 

The concentrated army ration is 
madé in two forms, one in a small 
package about 2x3 inches which 
is known as United States Army 
Field Ration D. This contains a 
lump of food made up of chocolate, 
sugar, flour, milk, vanilla and vi- 
tamin Bl concentrate. It can be 
crumbled up and dissolved in wa- 
ter and furnishes about 1800 calor- 
ies, 

The use of dried foods is a new 
development which has been made 
possible by technical advances and 
since it is probable that the United 
States will have to feed the world 
for the next 50 years and we can- 
not afford to transport water, you

THERE ARE TWO other forms 
of United States Army field rations 
—K and C—both of them somewhat 
more elaborate and having a high- 
er caloric content and acting more 
like food than ration D. Ration K 
is divided into breakfast, dinner 
and supper units and has pork, 
graham crackers, coffee, sugar, 
malted milk, dextrose tablets for 
quick energy and also chewing 
gum. 

A great deal of ingenuity has 


- gone into the making of these ra- 


tions such as, for instance, the 
production of butter that will not 
melt at body temperature. So far 
as I can see, they are entirely 
scientific and contain a full ration 
of food. The only fault that might 
be found with them is that they 


. possibly are not as filling as regu- 


lar food, but for a three or four- 
day stretch this is net seriously in-

F your fingernails are ailing— 
cracking, splitting, chipping or 
breaking off—take it as nature’s 
sign that all is not well with your 
physical condition. _\When the body 
is normally healthy, and the 
nerves not jittery, one’s finger- 
nails are strong. i 
During this season of the year, 
many women require a revision of 
diet habits, exercise habits and an 
additional tonic. Long winter 
months, problems,. work and lack 
of outdoor life have robbed the 
body of much of its vitality and 
one is likely to be hitting on only 
a few cylinders of energy. But give 
the body balanced menus, exercise 
it out-of-doors in the sunshine, 
force yourself to stop worrying and 
you. will be surprised what re 


freshed energy and beauty you can. 


create. Like any plant, the body 
responds to sane nourishment, sun- 
shine and fresh air! 
Personally, I believe, after a 
pretty thorough study of nutrition, 
that the body requires menus well 
balanced in vitamins and minerals. 
I cannot see where a concentra- 
tion of just one popular vigamin 
(for example B complex) can cor- 
rect all ills. To my way of think- 
ing the body needs some of all 
vitamins and minerals and unless 
a blood test is made and your 
physician prescribes in, gave 
for you, it is good to consume 
daily fresh fruits and vegetables 


(cooked, raw or juiced), whole 
grains in breads or cereals, from 
one pint to one quart of milk each 
day, one portion of fresh fish or 
meat, one egg either for breakfast 
or cooked in other foods such as a 
custard dessert, and some cheese, 
dried, stewed fruit. 

It is believed that fingernails 
need a great deal of vitamin D 
(the sunshine vitamin) and cal- 
cium to keep strong. These are 
found in an abundance of fruits 
and vegetables which have been 
sun ripened, rich milk, cheese, but- 
termilk, fresh or canned fish foods. 
Concentrated fish oils (halibut, 
cod liver, etc.) are rich in vitamin 
D, and may be taken during the 
months when it is impossible to 
get direct sunshine. 

For ailing nails, it is also sug- 
gested that one go without liquid 
polish for several weeks, and to 
buff the nails to a high gloss each 
day. Do not file corners low; al- 
low the nail to grip the finger 
flesh for support. Use only an 
emery board for shaping and an 
Orange stick wrapped in cotton for 
cuticle treatment and for cleans- 
ing under nail.

It may come as a shock to many 
readers when I say that North’s 
three heart bid was a decided 
stretch. Yes, I am fully aware 
that he had five honor tricks, but 
I am not nearly as impressed by 
these as by the much greater num- 
ber of loserg in the North hand. 
South's one heart response had 
been forced by the take-out dou- 
ble, so it was quite conceivable 
that South had neither top card 
winners nor good enough distribu- 
tion to cover many of North's 
losers, and in that case the part- 
nership might find itself a long 
way from nine tricks. 

As a matter of fact, South’s hand 
was considerably better than it 
might have been, and by that 
token South would have been justi- 
fied in going to game after the 
extremely strong bidding of his 
partner. But South knew North 
to be an habitual overbidder, 
hence restrained , himself and 
stopped at the three level. It was 
well for him that he did, since he 
had his work cut out for him to 
fulfill the contract, even with good 
breaks. 

West opened the A-K-Q of 
spades, then shifted to the jack of 
clubs. Dummy won. The A-K 
of hearts, fortunately for North- 
South, dropped the oidtstanding 
queen. Dummy’s second club trick 
then was cashed, after which de- 
clarer ruffed the last club with a 
high trump. Now, with spades 
and clubs eliminated from both 
hands, the stage was set for the 
crucial play, which was the cor- 
rect handling of the diamond suit. 
(Obviously, to lose two diamond 
tricks would be to lose the con- 
tract.) Declare? re-entered dummy 
with a low trump to the seven spot 
and returned e deuce of dia- 
monds toward his own hand. 

When East played the five, de- 
clarer merely took pains to throw 
the lead to West by putting in the 
nine spot. West won with the 

but now was helpless. Even 
if he had had another spade or 
club to lead it would have done 
him no good, since declarer could 
have discarded a diamond from 
one han@ while ruffing in the 
other. The actual, forced dia- 
mond return was just as satis- 
factory to declarer, who could, of 
course, duck in dummy and win 
with the queen. 

It will be observed that declar- 
er’s handling of the- diamond suit 
was proof against almost any lay 
of cards, the point being to throw 
the lead to West and force a re 
turn from the king.

Harmon said he had heard that 
Joe and Paul were thinking about 
going to college.

HEY listened attentively and 

seemed impressed, but they

Great Grandfather Hortin came 
from Stratford, England, to. the 
Wabash country and Grandfather 
Arthur Hortin was born at Stumpy 
Hill. He had six sons and four 
daughters. One of the sons was 
Vernard. He married Etta’ West, 
who lived over the next hill, and 
between them they managed --to 
bring up six boys and a girl. 


. Grandfather Arthur had two hroth- 


ers and a sister and among them 
they added 15 to the Hortin box 
score. Their children were not un- 
heedful of the admonition to multi- 
ply and replenish the earth. So, 
as time went on, the Hortins were 
many in the land and their boun- 
daries were broad, with all of 10,- 
000 acres bearing the Hortin 
brand, 

Vernerd Hortin was not content 
to be a farmer and nothing else, 


@ trait that was to reappear in 


his sons. He went through high 
school and graduated from the 
Southern Collegiate Institute at Al- 
bion, and for 25 years he taught 
country schools and farmed, helped

came along. They in their turn, 
following in- their father’s foot- 
steps, walked five miles to Albion 
high school after the morning 
chores and back five miles when 
school was out to do the evening 
chores.

Just be sure to 
freshen it first, A quick way is to 
let cold water run over the fish 
for 15 minutes; then place it in a 
saucepan, cover’ with fresh cold 
water and heat slowly just to the 
boiling point—don’t let it boil, Pour 
the water: off and repeat until the 
fish tastes fresh. If in no hurry, 
let the fish soak in cold fresh 
water for three or four hours, 
changing the water occasionally. 

Codfish Casserole. 

Two-thirds cup sliced oniéns (4 
small), two tablespoons butter, one 
teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
flour; one and one-half cups milk, 
two eggs, beaten, eight-ounce tin 
codfish, one-fourth cup dry bread 
crumbs. 

Peel and slice onions. Place in 
saucepan with two tablespoons 
water and cook covered over direct’ 
heat until tender. Meit butter in 
saucepan, blend in salt and flour. 
Add milk and cook over direct 
heat until thickened, stirring con- 
stantly. Stir thickened sauce into 
beaten eggs. Stir in onions and 
flaked codfish, and turn into 
greased three-cup casserole. Top 
with. buttered crumbs.and bake in 
a slow oven (300 degrees F.) 45 
minutes. Serve immediately. Four 
servings.
